trance and stairway to a large Chris­ 
tian Endeavor room above and to the 
main audience room, into which it will 
open with a series of fan doors. 
As the 
pulpit will be placed in front of the 
choir, to the west, and 
the 
seats 
changed to face in that direction, en­ 
trance by this door will be in the rear 
of the audience. 
The Endeavor room 
will bo lighted » with memorial win­ 
dows. 
The front elevation shows ma­ 
terial changes which cannot now be 
definitely described, but which give to 
the building a modernized appearance. 
The whole interior will bo newly and 
neatly decorated, and the entire ex ­ 
pense of the improvement will approx ­ 
imate $5,000. 
It is hoped to have the 
changes completed by the 1st of Sep­ 
tember, that a re-dedication may take 
place on the fiftieth or jubileo anniver­ 
sary of the church organization in our 
city. 
W o are pleased to note tho evi­ 
dent prosperity of this branch of evan­ 
gelical Christianity.
